Jto a meeting with Senator 




Hubert H. Humphrey (D. , Minn. ) to debrief him on his recent trip to the 
Soviet Union and Poland, Dan Spiegel, one of the Senator's Legislative 
Assistants, sat in on the meeting. The Senator spoke in some detail about 
his conversations with various Soviet and Polish officials. Of particular 
interest was the Senator's observation that in this fourth visit to the USSR 
Kosygin and the other Soviets seemed relaxed and genuinely interested in 
better exchanges and areas of cooperation between the US and the USSR. 

He said he was quite impressed with the candor of the Polish officials who 
talked to him. He said he thought the Agency should do some sort of a study 
on the impact which Soviet youth will have on the future of the Soviet Union. 
It was his observation that they have become quite Westernized and are 
moving away from many of the philosophies which have characterized their 
forebears.

Talked with George Murphy, Joint Committee 


on Atomic Energy staff, who said the Committee would probably want a 
briefing from the Agency early in February.
